Workers log overtime 
beyond legal limits in 
China, auditors find 


New York 


The Chinese workers who often 
spend more than 60 hours per week 
assembling iPhones and iPads will 
have their overtime curbed and 
their hourly wages raised after a 
labor auditor hired by Apple Inc. 
inspected their factories. 

The Washington-based Fair 
Labor Association says Hon Hai 
Precision Industry Co., the Tai- 
wanese company that runs the fac- 
tories, is committing to reducing 
weekly work time to the legal Chi- 
nese maximum of 49 hours. 

That limit is routinely ignored in 
factories throughout China. Auret 
van Heerden, the association’s CEO, 
said Hon Hai is the first to com- 
mit to following the legal standard. 
Apple’s and the association’s own 
guidelines call for workweeks of 
60 hours or less. 

The association found that many 
workers at the Hon Hai factories

Police Video in Fla. Casts Doubt in Martin Shooting 


Newly released police video of 
a handcuffed George Zimmer- 
man may be important for what 
it doesn’t show: no obvious cuts, 
scrapes, blood or bandages. No 
clearly broken nose. No plainly 
visible evidence of a life-and-death 
struggle with Trayvon Martin. 
As the furor raged on in Flori- 
da and around the U.S. on Thurs- 
day, Martin’s family and support- 
ers seized on the footage to dispute 


Zimmerman’s claim that he shot 
and killed the unarmed black teen- 
ager after Martin attacked him. 

The Sanford Police Department 
video begins at 7:52 p.m., about 35 
minutes after the Feb. 26 shoot- 
ing, as Zimmerman arrives at the 
station. It shows Zimmerman’s 
head and face as he gets out of a 
police car. 

While cautioning that the video 
is grainy and far from conclusive, 
some experts agreed it raises ques- 
tions about Zimmerman’s story. 


Yet Ron Martinelli, founder of a 
California forensic consulting firm, 
said that Zimmerman was probably 
cleaned up when he was treated by 
paramedics at the scene. 

Investigators have not released 
any paramedic or hospital records 
on the gunman. Zimmerman has 
not been arrested, despite demands 
from black leaders and others that 
he be charged with murder or man- 
slaughter. But a special prosecutor 
is investigating, along with state 
and federal authorities. (ap)

One child out of 88 is believed to 
have autism or a related disorder, 
an increase in the rate attributed 
largely to wider screening. 

Advocacy groups seized on the 
new number as further evidence 
that autism research and services 
should get more attention. 

“Autism is now officially becom- 
ing an epidemic in the United 
States,” said Mark Roithmayr, pres- 
ident of Autism Speaks, at a news 
conference where the new figures 
were released Thursday. 

The previous estimate was 1 in 
110. The new figure is from the lat- 


est in a series of studies that have 
steadily raised the government’s 
autism estimate. This new num- 
ber means autism is nearly twice 
as common as officials said it 
was only five years ago, and likely 
affects roughly 1 million U.S. chil- 
dren and teens. 

Health officials attribute the 
increase largely to better recognition 
of cases, through wider screening 
and better diagnosis. But the search 
for the cause of autism is really only 
beginning, and officials acknowl- 
edge that other factors may be help- 
ing to drive up the numbers. 

“One thing the data tells us with 
certainty — there are many chil- 
dren and families who need help,” 
said Dr. Thomas Frieden, director 
of the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, which released the 
estimate.

“Tt’s all over,” Abdallah Zekri 
of the French Muslim Council 
said. “We aren’t talking about it 
anymore.” 

Police say Merah filmed himself 
killing seven people in a spate of 
attacks earlier this month. Merah, 
who espoused radical Islam and 
said he had links to al-Qaeda, was 
fatally shot after a standoff with 
police last week in Toulouse. 

His brother is in custody on 
suspected complicity, and police 
are looking for a potential third 
accomplice. (AP)

10:45 p.m.), plenty of folks 
are fantasizing about how 
to spend the money. But 
doing it the right way — 
protecting your riches, your 
identity and your sanity — 
takes planning.

Sign the back of the ticket: That will 
stop anyone else from claiming your 
riches if you happen to drop it while 
you're jumping up and down. Then 
make a photocopy, and lock the ticket 
in a safe. At the least, keep it where 
you know it’s protected. 


Relax, breathe and think about your 
next move. Don't do anything you'll re- 
gret for the next 30 years, like calling 
your entire family. It doesn’t take long 
to be overwhelmed by those wanting 
to share your good fortune. You've 
waited a lifetime to hit the jackpot; 
you can wait a few days before going 
ona spending spree. 


Contacting a lawyer and a financial 
planner would be wiser than updat- 
ing your Facebook status. Make sure 
it’s someone you can trust and, it’s 
hoped, you've dealt with before. 


As it stands now, the Mega Millions 
will pay out a lump sum of about $390 
million before taxes. The annual pay- 
ments over 26 years will amount to 
just over $19 million before taxes. 


This partly depends on where you live. 
Federal tax is 25 percent; then there’s 
your state income tax. And you might 
need to pay a city tax. Count on about 
a third of your winnings going to the 
government.

States are hungry to cash in 
ona Mega Millions windfall

People queuing up for Mega Millions tickets aren’t 
the only ones salivating over the record $540 mil- 
lion jackpot that could be won Friday — some state 
governments struggling through lean times know a 
hometown winner would bring a tax bonanza. 

Taxes on a lump-sum payment option to a sin- 
gle winner could mean tens of millions of dollars of 
badly needed revenue that could go to restore entire 
social service programs on the chopping block, fore- 
stall new taxes or hire more state troopers. 

So many tickets have been sold that the jackpot 


climbed Thursday to the largest in history, according 
to officials in Rhode Island, one of 42 states where 
Mega Millions is played. If a lone winner took the 
lump-sum payout on the jackpot’s current amount, 
it would be an estimated $389.8 million. 
“Td love it if a Rhode Islander wins,” said Rep. 
Helio Melo, House Finance Committee chairman. 
In Rhode Island, when the tax man comes calling 
for his 5.99 percent, that would mean an estimated 
$23.3 million, forked over in a single payment. 
The state, which has a $7.9 billion budget, is 
$22 million short. A big lottery windfall wouldn’t fix 
everything, but it could help chip, Melo said. 
States set their own tax rates on lottery win- 
nings. New York, for instance, charges 8.82 per- 
cent, but others, including California, charge none.

the smart move. But spreading the 
payments out can protect you from 
becoming the latest Lottery winner 
who's lost all of his or her money. Don 
McNay, author of the book “Son of a 
Son of a Gambler: Winners, Losers 
and What to Do When You Win the 
Lottery,” says nine out of 10 winners 
go through their money in five years or 
less. “It’s too much, too fast,” he says. 
“Nobody is around them putting the 
brakes on the situation.” 


Absolutely. This will protect you from 
people who want you to invest in their 
business scheme or those who need 
cash in an emergency. Lottery win- 
ners are besieged by dozens of people 
and charities looking for help.

Feds: Crips Pimped Fairfax Teens 


US. Attorney says 
sex trafficking up as 
gang profit venture 


McLean, Va. 


Five alleged members of a street 
gang based in wealthy Fairfax 
County have been charged with 
running a prostitution ring that 
recruited high school girls who 
were threatened if they refused 
to participate. 

The five — including accused 
leader Justin Strom, 26, of Lorton 
— were charged in papers unsealed 
Thursday in U.S. District Court in 
Alexandria. According to an FBI 


affidavit, the defendants are mem- 
bers of a Fairfax-based offshoot of 
the Crips street gang known as the 
Underground Gangster Crips. 

Court documents state that the 
gang members recruited attractive 
teenage girls to participate either 
through Facebook or by approach- 
ing them on the street or at school. 
Several of the girls were alleged- 
ly either beaten or cut with a knife 
by Strom when they tried to quit 
or expressed reluctance about par- 
ticipating. 

Since the investigation began 
in November, authorities identi- 
fied at least 10 high school girls 
between the ages of 16 and 18 as 
potential victims. Some participat-

ed voluntarily, others were threat- 
ened or plied with illegal drugs, 
and still others were beaten after 
they tried to quit. 

Many of the girls were forced to 
have sex with Strom and other gang 
members as part of an initiation, 
according to court documents. 


Girls were paid $20 to $100 to 
engage in sex acts and were sup- 
posed to be allowed to keep half 
of the money, according to the 
affidavit. 

U.S. Attorney Neil MacBride 
said that gangs are increasing- 
ly moving toward crimes like sex 
trafficking as moneymaking ven- 
tures. 

Virginia Attorney General Ken 
Cuccinelli, whose office assisted in 
the investigation, called the allega- 
tions “every parent’s worst night- 
mare” and said the case “demon- 
strates that human trafficking can 
happen anywhere, and that itis a 
very real danger here in Virginia.”

D.C. Bar Owners Endorse 
Proposal of Longer Hours

D.C. bar and nightclub owners on 
Thursday endorsed Mayor Vincent 
C. Gray’s proposal to extend alcohol 
sales by one hour, saying the exten- 
sion would help them cater to an 
influx of new residents while boost- 
ing the hospitality industry. 

Ata D.C. Council hearing on city 
alcohol laws, representatives from 
the nightlife industry said Gray’s 
plan to allow bars to serve alcohol 
until 3 a.m. on weekdays and 4 a.m. 
on weekends also would make city 
streets safer by staggering when 
patrons leave near last call. 

“We live in a city that doesn’t 
work 8 a.m. to 5 p.m.,” said Skip 
Colburn, executive director of the 
DC Nightlife Association. “People 
who work 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. can go 
out from 7 p.m. to 11 p.m., but many 
people ... cannot. We have a 24-hour 
city and a 24-hour world.” 


But Councilmember Jim Gra- 
ham, D-Ward 1, who has oversight 
over District alcohol issues, noting 
alcohol sales in Maryland and 
Virginia suburbs stop at 2 a.m., 
said he feared that D.C. would 
become a “magnet” for suburban 
residents.

The improved Nationals

For the better part of the last seven 
years, when Nationals fans filtered into 
the ballpark for home games, they did so 
knowing full well that there was a good 
chance their team was going to lose. 

After all, the team has lost 57 percent 
of its games since baseball returned to 
the city in 2005. Twice, the Nationals 
were the worst team in baseball. Their 
odds of winning were better than Ted- 
dy’s chances in the President’s Race, but 
the losses often were just as ugly. 


The new season begins in earnest 
next Thursday and with it all the far- 
fetched, sentimental optimism that 
comes with the first glimpses of fresh- 
cut grass on newly thawed ball fields. 
In Washington, springtime predic- 
tions of success have most often been 
of the head-in-the-sand, heart-over- 
facts variety. 

Not this year. 

Optimism over the latest incarna- 
tion of the Nationals extends beyond the 
local area and can be backed up with 
some semblance of educated debate. 
There is even talk of the P-word. 

“We're not afraid to say the word 
this year,” manager Davey Johnson said 
during a television interview at spring 
training. “We should make the playoffs,

ed four pros- 
pects to the A’s 
for left-handed 
pitcher Gio Gonza- 
lez, whois second 
in the team’s rota- 
tion.

The veteran manager, entering his 
first full season leading the Washing- 
ton club, even said that he should be 
fired if the team falls short of the post- 
season. 

Consider the Nationals’ progres- 
sion: After losing more than 100 
games in back-to-back years — out- 
comes that allowed the team to draft 
Stephen Strasburg and Bryce Harp- 
er — the club improved its record by 
at least 10 games in each of the last 
two seasons. 

Another 10-game improvement 
would give the team 90 wins, which 
would have been enough to clinch a 
wild-card spot last year, and this year 
a second wild-card team from each 
league will make the playoffs. 

Under general manager Mike Rizzo, 
the Nationals have stockpiled power 
arms in the rotation and the back of the 
bullpen, nurtured young everyday play- 
ers like Ian Desmond, Danny Espino- 
sa and Wilson Ramos, and locked up 
third baseman Ryan Zimmerman to a 
long-term deal. 

At age 32, right fielder Jayson Werth 
is the oldest of the club’s everyday play- 
ers. Harper, 19, is expected to arrive in 
the majors at some point this season.

With the favored U.S. Under- 
23 men’s national team coming up 
short in its effort to qualify for this 
summer’s Olympics, Hamid and 
Kitchen have returned to D.C. ear- 
lier than expected, with the wounds 
of missing out on London still fresh 
and the aim of turning the page and 
moving on front and center. 

In Hamid’s case, the wounds are 
both emotional and physical. He 
suffered a sprain and bone bruis- 
es to his left ankle in the first half 
of the United States’ fatal 3-3 draw 
with El Salvador on Monday and 
will miss the next 1-to-3 weeks to 
recover the loss and injury. 

“There’s nothing you can do 
about that then try to move past it, 
but it burns,” Hamid said Thurs- 


day. “The game plan was set, every- 
thing was fine. It hurts.” 

Hamid will continue to give 
way for backup Joe Willis while he 
recuperates, but Kitchen is itching 
to return to the D.C. lineup Friday 


night against FC Dallas even after 
playing the full 90 minutes in three 
separate games in the past week. 
“This will be a good 
rebound,” said Kitchen, who will

McNabb: Griffin a Bad Fit With Shanahans

“No,” McNabb said when he 
was asked whether Shanahan was 


a good fit of a coach for Griffin. “I 
say that because a lot of times, ego 
gets too involved when it comes to 
being in Washington.

TV Makes 
Itself At 
Home 


Invading shows put area 
properties in the spotlight 


In a light drizzle on a November morn- 
ing, Heather and Rick Garcia stood outside 
their Old Town Alexandria house and greet- 
ed Tom Silva, a general contractor who stars 
on PBS’s “This Old House.” The Garcias led 
Silva to the front door and welcomed him 
into their home. 

“What a beautiful room!” Silva exclaimed. 
Seconds later, all three walked out and repeat- 
ed the entrance. Then, again. And again. 

This was déja vu for the sake of TV: a tap- 
ing of “Ask This Old House,” the more user- 
friendly version of “This Old House” in which 
experts teach average homeowners how to 
tackle repairs (the episode aired earlier this 
month and is available online at Thisold- 
house.com). 

Weeks earlier, the Garcias had heard a radio 
ad inviting people to apply to be on the show. 
The couple had just purchased and moved with 
their three children into the house (which was 
built as an income property in 1797 by Presi- 
dent George Washington, a distant ancestor 
of Heather’s). They had sent PBS “a very long 
list” of fix-ups they needed. “Ask This Old 
House” chose one: help open and repair the 
Garcias’ old, painted-shut windows. 

So, here were the producers, a camera- 
man and Silva, who, in hours, removed thick 
layers of paint from one of the dining room

windows. Silva also repaired the 
broken sash cords that help the 
windows open and close. 

It was just one of a few home- 
focused TV segments shot in and 
around the District over the past few 
months. Given the region’s strong 
housing market, it’s easy to under- 
stand why Washington is getting so 
much screen time, said Sue Elbert- 
son, a Realtor with Prudential Pen- 
Fed Realty who was recently filmed 
on the job for HGTV’s “My First 
Place.” “We have a really interest- 
ing and diverse market,” she said. 
“Tt probably makes for more inter- 
esting programming when there 
are positive things to say.” 


Regardless of whether they were 
searching for a new place or fix- 
ing up an old one, locals who’ve 
been taped for TV said it wasn’t 
exactly what they'd expected. For 
one thing, it requires patience and 
a wide-open schedule. 

The “Ask This Old House” shoot 
at the Garcias’ lasted from about 8 
a.m. until 8 p.m., for a segment of 
approximately 10 minutes. That’s 
normal, said Silva. “I always tell peo- 
ple, ‘If you think it’s going to take 
one hour, it will take four.” 

Producers had Silva and the Gar- 
cias interact during take after take, 
each time trying to convey authen- 
tic emotion, while they introduced 
the house and worked on the win- 
dows. “There are so many things 
you don’t think about: setting the 
lighting, shooting from many differ- 
ent angles,” said Heather Garcia, 41, 
a director in global operations ser- 
vices for Marriott International. 

On the other end of the real 
estate reality-TV spectrum are 
house-hunting shows, which rely on 
a similarly time-consuming sched- 
ule. Devon Halley’s autumn house 
hunt with his fiancee, Carolyn Car- 
nahan (and their Realtor, Elbert- 
son), was filmed for HGTV’s “My 
First Place.” The filming took up 
many weekends between Septem- 
ber (when the couple did a screen 
test) and December 2011 (when

they closed on a home). They did 
some follow-up filming earlier this 
month as well. 


There’s a certain degree of artifi- 
ciality in a housing search that’s 
filmed for TV. Since it’s crammed 
into a half-hour or hourlong epi- 
sode, plenty of footage winds up 
on the cutting room floor. And buy- 
ers’ initial searches aren’t filmed. 
(You didn’t think anyone actually 
chooses between only three homes, 
did you?) 

“I probably looked at 200 plac- 
es” before filming began, said Alex 
Brant, 25, whose search was fea- 
tured on HGTV’s “House Hunters” 
in February. “It took me months.” By 
the time he and his Realtor, Centu- 
ry 21’s Shelly Porter, were about to 
make on-camera visits to his final 
candidates, Brant knew exactly 
what he wanted. He had viewed one 
of the three places online, but the 
other two were surprises. 
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“There was definitely pres- 
sure to pick a house [because of 
the show], but at the same time, I 
had been looking at houses for a 
while and ... I was ready to go,” he 
said. Brant, a financial analyst for 
the government, closed on his two- 
bedroom rowhouse in Eckington 
in September for $265,000. 

Halley, 31, and Carnahan, 26, 
were filmed while they visited three 
potential homes, and also as they 
awaited news about whether an 
offer on their choice was accepted. 
“We had no idea” what the outcome 
would be, Halley said. If the news 
was bad, “I didn’t really want these 
sorts of reactions to be immortal- 
ized.” Their episode will air in the 
fall. In the meantime, they’re enjoy- 
ing the three-bedroom, one-bath- 
room Del Ray bungalow that they 
purchased for $590,000. 

Even on fix-up series, there’s 
more to the story than meets the 
viewer's eye. Maria Gillem, whose 
U Street home also received a visit 
from “Ask This Old House” in 
November, said the show arranged 
a consultation for her prior to tap- 
ing. She needed help weatherproof- 
ing for her Victorian house’s drafty 
doors, so producers sent the Bal- 
timore-based company Conserva- 
tion Technology (Conservation- 
technology.com) over in advance to 
order her the proper type and size 
of materials. But that’s all glossed 
over in the episode (which also 
aired earlier this month), when 
Silva appears to magically have the 
correct product at the ready.

The recipients of repair help can 
return to life as normal after film- 
ing ends. But for new homeown- 
ers, the post-production period 
requires serious readjustment. 
After Brant’s closing, he rushed 
to furnish his house before camera 
crews returned to film his new digs. 
“All I had to my name was a bed 
and a dresser,” he said. “I was call- 
ing all my relatives, saying, ‘Hey, I 
need furniture, I need rugs.’ It was 
kind of chaotic.” 

As for the Garcias, most of their 
windows remained painted shut 
after the “Ask This Old House” 
truck rolled away in November 
(there hadn’t been enough time to 
tackle more than one that day). But, 
like the others’ TV time, the Gar- 
cias’ somewhat artificial interac- 
tions resulted in very real knowl- 
edge and confidence. “It’s great 
because now we know what we 
need to do in order to fix the win- 
dows ourselves,” Heather Garcia 
said. “That, in and of itself, was

budget, and it’s amazing how people 
always compliment me on the least 
expensive pieces in my house. 


People are often afraid of doing 
something wrong. But you 
advocate against the idea of a 
perfect room. 

Perfect rooms are like hotel rooms. 
Perfect means matchy. I think peo- 
ple have begun to understand that 
it’s more about mixing styles and 
periods, or mixing an antique you 
inherited with something from 
Target. If you only display pieces 
that you love in the way that you 
actually use your room, it’s going 
to look great. 


But a lot of people get intimidated 
by the idea of mixing and matching 
pieces in aroom. What's the 
secret? 


What are they intimidated about?

How should a designer's work 

that might appear in a magazine 
or book inspire the average 
homeowner? 

It’s about taking the bits and piec- 
es of the room. You’re not going to 
translate them all directly. Instead 
you might say, oh look how this 
designer hung all these pictures 
in different vintage frames above 
the sofa. I thought all of the frames 
had to be the same. Well, ’m going 
to do that in my office. 


What are some of the most 
surprising things you learned 
when working on this book? 

A lot of people think small rooms 
have to be white, because they’re 
small. But what you see a lot is 
how designers will layer in a 
small space a lot of patterns and 
color to make it feel like a jewel 
box. Hanging pictures below 
waist level all the way down to 
the ground, hanging pictures in 
interesting clusters — designers 
are constantly shaking up what 
we think is not going to look 
right so that it looks absolute- 
ly fabulous. 


When it comes to choosing colors, 
you recommend that readers use 
their feelings as a guide. Why? 

You want a color that you are drawn 
to, that makes you happy. Orange 
makes me really happy, so I always 
have orange in places. Find the col- 
ors you like. I don’t like pastels; I 
hate soft yellows. But I like canary 
yellow. I know all this from plac- 
es like Pinterest [a website where 
members can share and archive 
photos] or looking through mag- 
azines. You've got to get to know 
what colors you love. You have 
to really expose your eye to a lot 
of colors to see what makes you 
feel good.

How can you get kids involved in 
the cooking process?

I lose most of the time [laughs]. It’s 
a friendly competition she finds 
very amusing. 


Having kids means you often 
have to cook things more quickly. 
Any tips on how? 

Pick your recipes ahead of time and 
stock up on things that can sit for a 
few days: pasta, jarred sauces, gar- 
lic, so when you or your husband 
stop at the store you're only getting 
one or two things, usually some 
kind of meat, fish or produce. 


Whatare shortcuts that save 
time but don’t sacrifice flavor? 
When my grandfather first saw 
“Everyday Italian,” he said, “You’re 
telling them they can buy jarred 
tomato sauce? Are you out of your

mind?” But people don’t have that 
kind of time. Work meals around 
pre-made foods your family likes. 
Toss a favorite pesto on pasta or rub 
it on chicken and bake it.

Think cooking hunks 
of meat is as retro as 
June Cleaver or Carol 
Brady? Think again. 


“Roasts are very relevant today,” 
says Neil Fletcher Wilson, a Hyatts- 
ville, Md., personal chef (301-699- 
2225, Chefneilwilson.com) who also 
teaches at LAcademie de Cuisine. 
“If you look at the menus at fine- 
dining restaurants, you'll see a lot 
of roasted items. If you order a rack 
of lamb, that’s a roast. A Thanks- 
giving turkey? That’s a roast.” 

But ordering a roast and cook- 
ing one on your own are very dif- 
ferent things. The good news? You 
don’t need the culinary chops of a 
four-star chef or wise, old grand- 
ma to put a juicy roasted chicken 
or perfectly seasoned pork tender- 
loin on the table. The technique is 
actually pretty simple, and some- 
thing even a kitchen novice can 
tackle. 

Start by prepping your chosen 
protein, which might involve sear- 
ing it a bit on the stove top. Sea- 
son it with some salt, pepper and 
whatever other flavors you want 
to add to the dish. Then pop it in 
a preheated oven and cook it to the 
correct internal temperature. “It 
couldn’t be easier,” says Wilson. 

Sure, it can often take some time 
for a roast to cook. But while it’s in 
the oven, you can catch up

Arrange a rack at center position and 
preheat the oven to 400°F. 

Trim lacy stems from fennel bulbs, 
place in a glass of water and reserve 
for the garnish.

Rinse the split birds and pat dry 
with paper towels. In a small bowl, 
combine the herbes de Provence, salt 
and pepper. Rub half of this mixture 
on both sides of the Cornish hens. 

In a large, flameproof roasting pan 
set over one to two burners on medi- 
um-high, heat 5 tbsp of oil. Add hens, 
cut-side down. Cook, turning until 
browned. Remove to a platter. 

Add an additional 2 tbsp of oil and 
heat until hot. Add fennel and pota- 
toes and sauté until lightly browned. 
Stir in remaining herbes de Provence 
mixture. Place the pan in the oven and 
roast the vegetables for 15 minutes. 

Remove pan from the oven and ar- 
range hens, cut-side down, atop the 
vegetables. Brush hens with the re- 
maining olive oil. Return pan to oven; 
roast for 10 minutes. Reduce tem- 
perature to 350°F and roast until hens 
are well-browned and their juices run 
clear, for 20 to 25 minutes longer. 

Transfer to a platter and cover 
loosely with foil. Place the roasting 
pan over a stovetop burner set on 
medium-high. Add wine and whisk 
well to loosen any brown bits on the 
bottom of the pan. Bring the mixture 
toa simmer, then whisk in the butter. 
Cook, whisking, until the sauce thick- 
ens slightly, for about two minutes. 

To serve, pour sauce over the hens 
and garnish platter with fennel stems.

Ingredients 

» One 6 1/2-lb leg of lamb with 
bone, trimmed of excess fat

With a small, sharp knife, make

Sprinkle the lamb with salt and 
pepper. Heat the oil in a large flame- 
proof roasting pan/tray set over 
two burners on medium-high heat. 
When the oil is hot, brown the lamb 
on all sides, for seven to eight min- 
utes, Remove the pan from the heat 
and brush all over with 2 tbsp of the 
herb butter. 

Roast the lamb for 15 minutes, 
then brush with another 2 tbsp of 
the butter. Reduce the heat to 350°F 
and continue to roast the lamb until 
an instant-read thermometer insert- 
ed into the thickest part of the meat 


registers 135 to 140°F for medium- 
rare, for about 55 minutes more. 
(Cooking time can vary depending 
on the thickness of the roast, so 
start to check the temperature after 
30 minutes.) Transfer the Lamb to a 
carving board, tent loosely with foil, 
and let rest for 30 minutes. 

Spoon off and discard any fat 
from the juices. Place the pan over 
high heat. Add the wine and broth 
and bring to a boil, whisking con- 
stantly to scrape up any browned 
bits on the bottom of the pan. Boil 
until the sauce reduces to 2 cups, 
for five minutes. Whisk in the re- 
maining 4 tbsp herb butter and the 
orange zest. Season with salt and 
pepper. 

To serve, slice the lamb and 
arrange on a platter. Drizzle with 
some sauce and pass remaining 


sauce separately. Garnish with tar- 
ragon and mint sprigs.

on emails or watch episodes of 
“Top Chef” instead of slaving at 
the stove. And it leaves an open 
range for preparing side dishes to 
go with your roast beast. 

The key piece of equipment: a 
roasting pan. (Step away from those 
cheap foil ones from Safeway!) 
“Buy a one that’s heavy, that has 
handles and that a roasting rack 
will fit into,” says Betty Rosbottom, 
author of “Sunday Roasts” ($25, 
Chronicle). “Get one that’s flame- 
proof. Don’t roast in a Pyrex pan 
but in one that can go on a flame, 
because the drippings left over are 
great for making gravy.” 
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An instant-read thermometer 
will help you know if your roast 
has cooked the proper amount of 
time, while an oven thermome- 
ter gives you an accurate reading 
of your cooking temperature. The 
only other thing you really need are 
some willing diners to help you pol- 
ish off the meal. (Or not — roasts 
provide great leftovers.) 

Almost any kind of protein can 
be roasted, from beef to veal to sea- 
food. Just make sure to pick up a 
cut well-suited to a dry-heat cook- 
ing process. “Buying a roast is just 
as important as knowing how to 


cook it, because there are so many

cuts,” says Rosbottom. “So get to 
know your butcher.” 

The end result is a piece of meat 
that’s got a nice crust on the out- 
side, is moist on the inside and 
has tons of flavor. And though it’s 
a technique that’s steeped in tradi- 
tion, a roast doesn’t have to come 
straight from the 1950s. 

“Tt doesn’t have to be served 
with mashed potatoes and gravy,” 
says Stephanie Gorenflo, director 
of marketing at La Cuisine in Old 
Town Alexandria (323 Cameron 
St.; 703-836-4435). “It can be an 
updated version that’s not so heavy. 
I like to do roasted vegetables with 
just a balsamic glaze.” 

If you’re new to the world of 
roasting, start off with something 
simple. “I'd suggest a chicken first, 
because it’s easily available, inex- 
pensive and a basic, delicious food,” 
says Judy Harris, owner of Alexan- 
dria’s Judy Harris Cooking School 
(703-768-3767; Judyharris.com). 
“People tell me that my cooking 
classes are on their bucket list, but 
I think that roasting should be on 
everyone’s bucket list.” 

And now may be the perfect 
time to give it a go. “Don’t be 
afraid of roasting,” says Wilson. 
“It sounds like something that 
needs a lot of fuss, but it doesn’t. 
With Easter coming up, a leg of 
lamb is the perfect place to begin.”

There aren’t many pleasures in 
“Wrath of the Titans,” the 3-D sequel 
to the 2010 “Clash of the Titans” 
remake. But surely one is seeing 
Ralph Fiennes and Liam Neeson 
bounding around together as broth- 
ers, the gods Hades and Zeus. 

In long beards, the two veter- 
an actors are suited to one anoth- 
er, like a divine ZZ Top. 

Camp is a part of the experi- 
ence here, as both “Titans” films 
pull from an unlikely combination 
of traditions: ancient Greece and 


— 


the 1980s. The clunky “Clash of the 
Titans” remade the 1981 original, 
bringing in boatloads of box office 
by updating the schmaltzy Laurence 
Olivier version with contemporary 
digital effects and a widely decried, 
slapped-on conversion to 3-D. 

“Wrath of the Titans,” directed 
by Jonathan Liebesman taking over 
for Louis Leterrier, has modestly 
improved upon the 3-D this time 
around and better manages a nar- 
rative flow of fantasy action. 

But that’s also all there is: A 
charmless stream of battle sequenc- 
es that contorts mythic characters 
into blockbuster conventions. Rath- 
er than yet more Kraken releasing, 
“Wrath of the Titans” charts new 
ground for the demigod Perseus 
(Sam Worthington). 

Perseus is living humbly

The 
legacy he helped build with Bill 
Monroe, Lester Flatt and the rest of 
the Blue Grass Boys was evident all 
around Nashville, where he died in 
an area hospital. His string-bend- 
ing, mind-blowing way of picking 
helped transform a regional sound 
into a national passion. 

“Tt’s not just bluegrass, it’s Amer- 
ican music,” bluegrass fan turned 
country star Dierks Bentley said. 

In a performance at the Grand 
Ole Opry on Dec. 8, 1945, which was 
broadcast to much of the country but 
is lost to history, Scruggs scorched 
the earth and instantly changed 


country music. The speed and vol- 
ume he laid down even predicted 
the power of electric music. 

Scruggs’ use of three fingers — 
in place of the limited clawhammer 
style — elevated the banjo from a 
part of the rhythm section to a lead 
instrument that was as versatile as 
the guitar and far more flashy. 

Country great Porter Wagon- 
er probably summed up Scruggs’ 
importance best of all: “I always 
felt like Earl was to the five-string 
banjo what Babe Ruth was to base- 
ball. He is the best there ever was, 
and the best there ever will be.” 
CHRIS TALBOTT (AP) 
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21 JUMP STREET (R, 100 minutes) The 
lack of originality or creative ingenuity 
that “21 Jump Street” symbolizes is ad- 
dressed head-on early in the film, when 
a surly police captain tells two new 
recruits that the force has resurrected 
a defunct program from 30 years ago 
that sent undercover cops into high 
schools. The neophytes he's screaming 
at are Schmidt (Jonah Hill) and Jenko 
(Channing Tatum), a bumbling nerd and 
good-looking dullard, respectively, who 
were arch-opposites in their high school 
but have become best buds since going 
through the police academy. Despite the 
edginess and vulgarity, the productionis 
suffused by anunmistakable sweetness. 
“21 Jump Street” might be yet another 
product of Hollywood's recycling pro- 
gram, but it deserves to be noticed. A.H. 
ACT OF VALOR (R, 105 minutes) Military 
reality and video-game fantasy shake 
hands and come out fighting in this ac- 
tion flick that stars actual Navy SEALs. 
The exercises are genuine, and so is the 
hardware. But the script undermines the 
sense of authenticity at every turn. The 
stiffness of the Navy men’s performances 
is less of aproblem than the global-con- 
spiracy plot that’s about to commence. 
In Costa Rica, a CIA agent is posing asa 
doctor while observing an international 
drug and arms smuggler. Her cover is 
blown, and she’s captured and tortured.

Soon, the SEAL team arrives for the 
rescue. Like most recent action movies, 
“Act of Valor” is fast, loud and strenuously 
overedited. The filmmakers successfully 
conjure a chaotic, you-are-there sensa- 
tion. Exactly what’s happening, how- 
ever, canbe hard to follow. MARK JENKINS 
CASA DE MI PADRE (R, 84 minutes) 
What's the big idea with “Casa de Mi 
Padre?” Is the joke that Will Ferrell — 
playing a Mexican version of his signa- 
ture, slightly dense Everyman— speaks 
nothing but Spanish throughout the film? 
(Pretty well.) Or is it that the movie is a 
parody of how cheesy a cheaply made, 
south-of-the-border Western can get? 
(Pretty cheesy.) It’s got to be one or the 
other, because those are the two hardest- 
working gags in the film, a deliberately 
inept spoof of accidentally inept film- 
making. It’s perfect for a short clip on 
Funnyordie.com. Padded out to feature 
length, with a bunch of other slight and 
unmemorable laughs, it wears thin. M.o. 
DR. SEUSS’ THE LORAX (PG, 86 min- 
utes) Like “An Inconvenient Truth” for 
the 12-and-under crowd, “Dr. Seuss’ The 
Lorax” isa cautionary environmental tale 
with a thin veneer of entertainment on 
top. Based on Seuss’ 1971 picture book, 
this musical adaptation, in eye-popping 
3-D CGI, is undeniably less gloomy than 
the original. In the hands of co-directors 
Chris Reynaud and Kyle Balda and co- 
writers Ken Daurio and Cinco Paul, Seuss’ 
slender though eloquent fable has mor- 


phed into something unwieldy and manic. 
It's simultaneously silly and preachy, with 
precious little room for fun. “Dr. Seuss’ 
The Lorax” is a movie that progressives 
can feel good about taking their kids to, 
without actually having a good time. m.o. 
FOOTNOTE (PG, 105 minutes) The poli- 
tics of working in academia are famously 
complicated. But the Israeli movie “Foot- 
note,” an Oscar nominee for best foreign 
film, throws an additional wrench into 
an already tricky scenario — conten- 
tious familial relations. Eliezer Shkolnik 
(Shlomo Bar-Aba) and his son Uriel (Lior 
Ashkenazi) are professors of Talmudic 
studies at Hebrew University in Jerusa- 
lem. While Eliezer is an abrupt, humorless 
man who has spent decades inspecting 
ancient documents for tiny clues, UrieLis 
alikable type, who spends his days Lectur- 
ing amid games of racquetball. As cha- 
risma trumps intellectual fervor, Uriel’s 
accolades surpass those of his father. 
This setup could spell tragedy. And yet, 
writer-director Joseph Cedar infuses his 
story with whimsical touches and satiri- 
calsetupsin which the family drama feels 
more akin to “The Royal Tenenbaums” 
than “Ordinary People.” STEPHANIE MERRY 
FRIENDS WITH KIDS (R, 108 minutes) 
When Julie (Jennifer Westfeldt) and her 
best friend, Jason (Adam Scott), find 
themselves bemused singletons within 
their social circle of marrieds-with-chil- 
dren, they decide to have a baby together 
—notas lovers, butas single parents un- 
encumbered by a conjugal relationship. 
For those willing to play along, Westfeldt

PROJECT X (R, 88 minutes) There are 
only two good jokes in “Project X," a 
thin, painfully overlong comedy about 
an out-of-control party thrown by a 


trio of high-school losers. One is the 
“story by” credit given to Michael Bacall. 
This is funny because there is, almost 
literally, no story. As for that second joke, 
it comes halfway into the movie when an 
adult neighbor attempts to shut down 
the party and ends up getting Tasered 
by a 12-year-old who has been hired asa 
bouncer. That's not the funny part — or, 
for anyone older than 21, the only truly 


satisfying moment in the film. That 
comes when the man gets up and clocks 
the snot-nosed brat in the face. m.o. 
THE RAID: REDEMPTION (R, 100 MIN- 
UTES) What do you get when you send 
a heavily armed SWAT team into the 
fortresslike compound of asadistic drug 
lord? In this Indonesian action-adventure 
film, it's not what you would expect. After 
the initial, de rigueur barrage of back-and- 
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entertainment 


forth gunplay that opens the confronta- 
tion between the cops and the thugs, you 
end up witha bunch of adrenaline-infused, 
bone-crunching hand-to-hand combat. 
It's not for everybody. But itis undeniably 
cinematic and even kind of thrilling —as- 
suming youcan stomach the wallof nause- 
ating sound effects generated by repeated 
blows of feet and fists on flesh. You don't 
watch “The Raid” so muchasingestit. It'sa 
visceral, almost chemical high. For fans of 
martial-arts action, it's a sizzling and styl- 
ishly served-up order of butt-kicking. M.o. 
SILENT HOUSE (R, 88 minutes) Likely 
to disappoint fans of old-school bogey- 
men as well as aficionados of jokily self- 
referential meta-horror, “Silent House” 
might just find an audience thatis able to 
appreciate it for whatitis:a scary, yet deep, 
art-house frightfest. The question is this: 
Do the words “deep” and “frightfest” even 
belong in the same sentence? The other 
question is this: Do you find a hyperven- 
tilating, helpless young woman trapped 
ina dark, secluded house with a crazed, 
possibly homicidal stalker terrifying or 
merely annoying? But the similarities with 
suchfilmsas “Halloween” end there. That's 
because the young woman (Elizabeth 
Olsen), her stalker and even the “house” 
of the title are not what you think they are 
for most of the film. The twist ending will 
either satisfy you deeply — there's that 
word again—or tick you off royally. It will 
make you jump, to be sure, and your heart 
will beat a little bit faster. But what's 
truly scariest about the movie takes 
place notin the body, butin the mind.m.o. 
THIS MEANS WAR (PG-13, 96 minutes) 
This romantic action comedy stars Reese 
Witherspoonasa woman trying to choose

butt heads ina scene from the found- 
footage teen comedy “Project X.” 
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between two handsome suitors. But as 
this sloppy, scattered, utterly synthetic 
piece of Hollywood widgetry unspools, 
it becomes increasingly clear that the 
romantic tension at play exists mostly 
between the men in question, played by 
Chris Pine and Tom Hardy. The fact that 
“This Means War” is as graceless, lazy 
and visually incoherent as itis can be laid 
squarely at the feet of its director, McG. 


His career at least provides a valuable re- 
minder that the word “hack” didn’t always 
refer tocomputer monkey-wrenchers. A.H. 
A THOUSAND WORDS (PG-13, 100 
minutes) Eddie Murphy's Jack McCall is 
a powerhouse literary agent who doesn't 
stop talking long enough to read the books 
he pitches to major publishers. His Latest 
targetisastadium-packing, vaguely Indian 
new age guru who presents Jack with an 


unmarketably terse five-page book anda 
mystical Bodhitree. The tree, it turns out, 
is psychically grafted to Jack. It loses a 
leaf every time he releases a word, and 
both tree and man will perish when the 
last leaf falls. This is a problem not only 
at work, but also at home, where Jack's 
wife has picked exactly this moment to 
insist that her husband communicate 
better. More bland than bad, “A Thousand 


Words" does have a few nice moments. 
Sure, there are cheap sex gags and broad 
slapstick routines, but the movie seems 
sincere about its self-help-book moral. 
Sincere, yet too conventional to experi- 
ence its own spiritual breakthrough. Mu.

But pretty quickly Rosie’s death 
upended the mayoral race as Rich- 
mond, the Seattle City Council pres- 
ident (Billy Campbell), was swept 
up by the crime. Meanwhile, the 


aftershocks of the murder on Rosie’s 
parents and two young broth- 
ers emerged as the third narra- 
tive strand. 

Nearly every character but 
Linden was conceivably the kill- 
er. Even now, AMC’s website dis- 
plays more than two dozen poten- 
tial suspects.
